Dou't oiler any execuse* 
or Indulge iu a lonif preface to what 
you havo to say. Blurt it righ out ; 
tell the editor you wish him well, 
and bid him good-day. Editors doto 
on such men as that; they love to re- 
ceive calls from them. Don't argue 
with them ; don't try to do it ; they 
have no time to argue wheu at work. 

When vou wilte to an editor for 
publlcalio'u, mako It *hort- boil it 
down. Pitch right Into the middle of 
your subject, and be aure to stop 
writing when you are through. Ed- 
itors always like something fresh and 
original in ihe way of communica- 
tion*, and are especially fond of 
new*. But tho editor muat always 
be the judgo of what ia worthy of 
publication. Of course every writer 
thinks his own production Ihe best, 
just as every mother thinks her baby 
the prettiost that over was born. 
But theoditor may be so stupid as to 
have a different opinion. If so it 
can't bo helped. Dou't try to argue 
him out of it. If he 1* too »tupld to 
appreciate a good thingfyou can not 
remedy his dullnes*. You may think 
you are a great deal smarter than the 
editor, and that may bo true, but the 
editor may be responsible and you 
are not. There is no class of people 
so oovetnus of Ihe good opinion of 
others.

Educational Notes. 

Tho school expenditures in Micbi 
gau last yoar were $3,108,015.14. 

Tho permanent school fund of 
Iowa is now estimated at *3,4*4.41I, 
and it will bo increased by further 
sales of school land. The length ol 
the school year iu that state Was last 
year 14$ days. 

School attendance in Ucorgla has 
had a remarkable increase. From 
40.576 in 1871, it ran up to 220.927 In 
1879. Of tho entire number, 79,435 
wero colorod children. 

The university of rtcrlln has now 
nioro than 4,000 studenta-the lar 
gest number ever yet reached by any 
Gcruiau university. 

One of the beliefs slated at lho re 
cent meeting ol the Rhode Island 
teachers was that tho time hit come 
for deposing arithmetic as tho most 
importaal study for children, and 
substituting the .study of tho English 
language. 

The educational progress, made'by 
Tennessee since 1872, is described at 
wonderful.. In that year In some of 
tho counties there was not a single 
school, either public or private Iu 
lb'75, there wcro 3.842 schools in tho 
Slate; last year there were 5.52J. Iu 
1875, tho average daily attendance 
was 126,805; last yoar il waa 191,501.
